Highlights of the Texas safety 


program were discussed by Capt. 
George E. Schaucr of the state 
department of public safety be- 
fore the Corsicana Junior cham- 
ber of Commerce Thursday night 
at the American Legion Hall. 


Activities of the Corsicana Jay- 
cces in connection with the local 
safety campaign were outlined by 
Tom Spikes and Jack Morgenthal- 
er, members of the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce safety commit- 
tee. 


Members of the Navarro County 


Safety Council met with the Jun- 
ior Chamber and J. N. Garltty, 
president, 
lauded 
the 
organiza- 


tion's 
safety 
program, pointing 


out that through such work Cor- 
aicann is able to boast a record 
of having only one traffic fatality 
within the city limits for the past 
two years. 


Spikes told of the work of the 
safety committee conducting driv- 
ing classes for high school stu- 
dents. 
He said that as the re- 
sult three of the students have 
alreday received their driving li- 
cense and seven others will be 
eligible within a short time. Pur- 
pose of the classes, he said, is to 
teach the youthful motorist how 
to drive an automobile correctly 
and safely. 
Merganthaler, program 
chair- 


man, introduced Capt. Schauer. 


Praising the safety program in 


Navarro county, the speaker said 
he was 
particularly 
Impressed 


with the enthusiasm for 
safety 


in the Corsicana public schools. 
He pointed out that he had ap- 
peared 
before various Corsicana 


student bodies Thursday 
In ad- 
dresses on safety. 


The main object of the Texas 


safety program, he said, Is to ed- 
ucate the people on the 
traffic 


laws of the state In an effort to 
curtail the number of 
accident 
fatalities on Texas highways each 
year. 
Most citizens, he went on, 


really want to abide by the laws 
but general ignorance of regula- 
tions hinders that desire unnec- 
essarily, hence the program to en- 
lighten the motorist. 


The state department, he con- 


tinued ,is approaching the safety 
problem through school children. 
Proper guidance will Influence the 
students to observe the 
traffic 


regulations, he said, while it 
IH 


hoped that some of the advlcu 
will find its way to the parents. 
However, he added, it hag been 
found that older people will go 
right on learning by the old trial 
and error system. 


Another major problem in the 
state safety program is youths of 
high school age, the captain said. 
Boys and girls in high powered 
automobiles have continously pre- 
sented 
the 
highway 
patrolmen 


with their greatest problems, he 
said. 
Advancing 
a reason for 


this, he asserted that the lack of 
control 
In the 
home has 
been 


found 
to be the 
major 
cause. 


When children have no respect for 
their parents, how can they be 
expected to obey the laws of the 
state and respect the rights of 
others, 
the 
highway 
patrolman 


asked. 
If the mothers and fath- 
ers can not maintain discipline 
in the homes, he added, how then 
can boys and girls be controlled 
under the steering wheel 
of 
a 


super-charged automobile? 


Seek Co-Operntlon. 
With this problem in mind, he 


said, the state department 
ii 


bending every effort to create tha 
right attitude among youth in or- 
der that there may be some form 
of co-operation from them on the 
highways. In creating the right 
attitude the force of habit Is en- 
couraged, he went on, and with 
habit will gradually develop self- 
discipline and restraint, 
program by presenting two mo- 
tion pictures entitled "Show Your 
Colors" and "Wake Up America." 
The first film dealt with the prob- 
lem of traffic jams and methods 
by which this hazard can bo 
eliminated. 
The second 
picture 


described the boundless wealth of 
America and how it is being over- 
shadowed 
by 
foreign 
doctrines 


and ideals. 
It concluded with a 


ringing challenge to all Ameri- 
cans to arise to the task of pre- 
serving the 
democratic way of 


life for posterity and arm to the 
end that "we may have peace in 
our time."

"Anyone can see who it was 


that wanted peace and who It 
was that meant to have 
war," 


said Churchill.

man and one man only 


was resolved to plunge Italy after 
all "these years of strain and ef- 
fort into the whirlpool of 
war. 


And what Is the position of Italy 
today? 


"Where is it that II Duce has 


led his trusting people after 18 
years of dictatorial power? What 
hard choice is open now?
